President Bently Denies 


“the Quivering Light” 


“There wasn’t even a word of 
truth in it,’’ said Harold Bentley, 
president of the college, at the 
September 25 Academic Council 
meeting as he proceeded to deny 
“The quivering light of the 
Lamplighter.” 

Bentley was referring to an 
item in the Saturday, Sept. 23 
issue of the Haverhill Gazette. 

The item stated that President 
Bentley would retire in three 
months, after retirement take a 
sabbatical leave and a New York 
consultant had been hired to help 
find a replacement for Bentley. 

Appearing before the 2 p.m. 
gathering in lecture hall A, 
Bentley officially denied all of the 
statements and said he did not 
know how the Gazette came by 
its conclusions. 

According to Bentley, a 
reported called him at his home 
to ask about the statements. An 
effort to discover the reporter’s 
source of information failed.

Bentley told the council that he 
was eligible for a sabbatical a 
long time ago, and now is eligible 
for two. He said, “I am a little 


weary.” 
Bentley intends to take a 
sabbatical during the second 


semester, but in reference to the 
Gazette’s statements, said, “‘I 
intend to be around for two more 
years.” 


‘‘The person on a sabbatical is 
almost required to return,” said 
the president. “‘It is not a gift.” 

On his sabbatical Bentley will 
interview other college 
presidents concerning the 
changing role of a college 
president. During his absence 
Donald Rhul, Dean of College, 
will be acting president. 


To the other statements 
Bentley said, ‘“The idea that the 
board cannot do its own job is 
ridiculous.’”’ He reminded the 
council of a Massachusetts law 
which prohibits the hiring of any 
out-of-state consultants by a state 
school. 


In closing, President Bentley 
told the council, ‘‘Every 
statement in the item is wrong 
without exception.”

Council 
Meets 


“What you're saying is, we 
have our raises but no money to 
pay them, right?” questioned 
Bob Sacchetti of the Engineering 
Department at the first 
Academic Council meeting on 
Sept. 25. 

The question was directed to 
Charles Adie, the representative 
of the Faculty Advisory Board of 
the Massachusetts Community 
College system. 

Adie indicated that he had been 

asked by the board to ask faculty 
members about their views 
concerning a 4.3 percent cost of 
living raise due to teachers. 
. Adie said that although the 
raise had been authorized, due to 
a shifting of funds the money was 
not available to the teachers at 
this _ time. 

According to Adie, the raise 
will come but will have to wait 
until the state congress 
reconvenes. 

In other Academic Council 
business a questionnaire for 
student faculty evaluation was 
approved. 

This questionnaire consists of 
questions to determine a 
teacher’s effectiveness in class of 
which fifteen are mandatory for 
all departments, unless by 
December Le 1972, the 
department comes up with its 
own means of evaluation. 

The meeting was adjourned 
shortly after because a quorum 
was not maintained. 

This year, Jane Geneva is the 
chairwoman of the Academic 
Council.

To the Editors of the CRIMSON: 
I took a summer course at 
Harvard because I was seriously 
interested in the subject of the 
course and because I believed 
that it would be of good quality. 
The professor came into the 
classroom each day and bent his 
head over his notes to read them 
to us. Occasionally, he would 
wrinkle his_ forehead in an 
expression of great weight and 
importance to tally out of 
proportion with what was being 
said. Also, occasionally he would 
lift his head to give a mechanical, 
passionless illustration of a point. 
Once or twice a week a student 
would make an observation, the 
principal purpose of which was to 
‘show how extremely bright and 
receptive that student was. 

I paid $290 tuition and fees, plus 
another $210 for transportation, 
books and incidental expenses. I 
feel that Harvard University 
robbed me of $500 directly and a 
great deal more in time which I 
could have spent elsewhere more 
importantly.

Harvard community, Crooks 

(Thomas E. Crooks ’49, 

director of the summer 

school) estimated: Weighing 
all the financial factors, 

Crooks suggested that the 

Summer School covers more 

than its own expenses. ‘I 

think we subsidize the winter 

operations,”’ he said. 

That statement typifies the 
Harvard social conscience to me. 
There is a self-aggrandizement 
and insensitivity behind the 
seeming ingeuousness. 

I sometimes think about the 
other students who listened with 
me during the summer to that 
full professor at Harvard, author 
of numerous books and articles, 
reading his notes. I sensed no 
anger in them, no feeling that this 
man was a cheat. Perhaps the 
thing which bothered me most 
about the course was the fact that 
we missed the opportunity to talk 
in depth about a subject which is 
fantastically interesting and 
important. I doubt that those 
other students will wake up 


someday, comprehend the 
absurdity of this situation, and 
feel angry. 


I teach sociology at Northern 
Essex Community College in 
Haverhill, Massachusetts, which 
does not begin to have the 
prestige of Harvard. But I 
contend that more is happening 
in our classrooms for the benefit 
of students and society than in 


Harvard’s, contrary to the 
functional theory of 
stratification. 

The Michelin guide to Paris 
describes learning at the 


Sorbonne in the old days in a way 
which reminds me of Harvard: 
Studies were long. Two 
years. were required for the 
B.A., the first stage, three 
more years for the M.A., and 
two further years for the 
“icense”’ .... The Doctorate 
of Medicine required eight 
years of study, four theses 
and practical examinations 


in anatomy and other 
subjects. However, the

On 
The Election... 


One of the major stakes of the 
Presidential election this year 
has been all but overlooked by 
the public. Weighing in the 
balance this November is control 
of the Supreme Court. There has 
been much: editorialization on 
this subject but it has yet to 
become a major campaign issue. 

The Supreme Court consists of 
nine justices, four of which, 
through marvelous circumstance 
for the President, have been 
chosen by Nixon. These four vote 
as a solid conservative bloc on 
many issues and there have been 
a vast number of 5 - 4 decisions. It 
appears that two more seats will 
become open in the next four 
years, giving whomever is 
President a chance to appoint 
men of his own conviction. If 
Nixon were to be re-elected these 
appointments probably would 
sway the court to a conservative 
majority. 

In a time when Congress is 
continually abdicating its powers 
to the executive branch of 
government, this sort of 
development could be disastrous. 
Constitutional rights are being 
eroded at an alarming pace now. 
The rate of erosion would almost 
assuredly increase if a Nixon 
court were to be teamed with a 
weak Congress and a corrupt 
administration. It is entirely 
possible that Nixon, dominating 


and controlling all three 
branches of the _ federal 
government, could assume 


almost unlimited powers. At any 
rate, even if the Republicans are 
defeated in 1976, the court will 
still be a Nixon court and capable 
of stopping almost any 
meaningful actions for decades 
to come. re 

If you have had, until now, no 
motivation to get out and vote in 
November, the above should 
provide adequate incentive. If 
you thought that four more years 
of Nixon couldn’t really hurt that 
much, how about, in effect, 20 
more years of Nixon. Even if this 
doesn’t seem so bad to you, the 
erosion of your rights should. The 
only way to stop this is to elect 
Congressmen that will take back 
the powers of Congress from the 
President. This also can be 
accomplished in November.

The Musk-Ox— 
An 800 lb. “Sheep Cow” 


When diplomatic courtesies 
were recently exchanged 
between two world leaders, 
Ovibos mosehatus, the little 
known ‘‘sheep-cow’’, was 
suddenly thrust into the 
international wildlife spotlight. 
Better known as the musk-ox, 
this hairy animal is neither a 
sheep nor a cow, and while the 
scientists responsible for naming 
it knew little about its species, 
they knew even less about its 
habitat. 

In a graphic story about this 
prehistoric mammal 
September-October 1972 issue of 
INTERNATIONAL WILDLIFE 
magazine, published by the 3- 
million member National 
Wildlife Federation, Jack Denton 
Scott points out that it originally 
came from Asia to Alaska during 
the Ice Age when a land bridge 
connected the North American 
continent to the Asian continent. 
Some of the animals migrated as 
far south as Iowa, but were 
forced to return to a colder 
climate. 

Known mainly as a hairy beast 
resembling a cross between a 
rhinoceros and a buffalo, the 
musk-ox is a formidable group 
enemy, which plans its tactical 
defenses exactly like the pioneer 
wagon trains of the old west. 
When threatened by a polar bear 
or wolves, they form a circle to 
protect their young and provide a 
horned barrier which usually 
discourages the predator. They 
also rearrange the circle to 
afford search and _ destroy 
missions by one member against 
an attacker. 

But the secret of their survival 
is not found in military tactics, 
but rather in choice of habitat. 
They favor the harsh Arctic, that 
world of bitter extremes where 
enemies and competition for food 
are minimized. However, this 
does not mean that they like

snow, because the high Arctic 
area they live in has only about 10 
inches of precipitation annually. 

While the musk-ox appears 
clumsy or cumbersome, like the 
rhinoceros, they are agile and 
fast, able to make right angle 
turns at a gallop over. rough 
country. Horns are among the 


. sharpest -and most effective of 


any animal, and the hoofs are 
constructed to spread on slippery 
surfaces, with edges sharp 
enough to grip the ground. But 
there is one unnatural enemy he 
cannot handle: man! 

Though once abundant in 
Alaska, Greenland, and the 
Arctic islands of Canada, with 
-the arrival of the white man, 
traders and whalers, the 800-lb. 
musk-ox’s. peaceful world 
disappeared. Guns were shared 
with the native Eskimos, who 
were able to kill more than they 
usually did with this improved - 
weaponry. And traders not only 
killed them for food, but for the 
valuable, soft and warm 
undercoat of wooly hair which 
‘was of a higher quality than 
- cashmere. 7 

In 1930, Congress appropriated 
$40,000 to import musk-oxen from 
Greenland for study at the 
University of Alaska. By 1936 a 
number of them were 
transplanted to Alaska’s Nunivak 
Island, reserved for them as a 
national wildlife refuge. Today 
the outlook is bright, with a herd 
of 1,500 in Alaska and 10,000 in 
Canada, and laws to protect it. 

Though affected by man and 
diminishing habitat, this 
struggling remnant of a lost age 
has survived, and with the help of 
human wisdom, its chances for 
the future look good. When it was 
returned to its native China 
recently, it was perhaps the most 
appropriate gift that could have 
been given in light of the future 
survival of our own world.

$1.1 Million Finale to 


The welcome cancellation of a 
Department of Army 
procurement of over a quarter of 
a million parka hoods with wolf 
fur ruffs may have saved 
Americans over $1 million in tax 
money and the lives of 
approximately 25,000 wolves. 

The Army earlier halted 
contract negotiations to purchase 
the wolf fur ruffs after the 
National -Wildlife Federation 
charged that it would take nearly 
25,000 wolves, or “‘about one-half 
of the total estimatec North, 
American wolf population,” to 


fill the huge order. 

After examination of the 
“ecological impact’’ of the 
proposed purchase, the Army 
decided that it could make do 
with a new synthetic fur being 
developed. Use of the synthetic 
fur is expected to reduce the cost 
per garment by about four 
dollars. 

The Defense Supply Agency 
still plans to use natural fur ruffs 
on certain purchased flight 
jackets, but will substitute non- 
endangered coyote fur for the 
increasingly rare wolf fur. The

This article was not written 
with the intention of a complaint 
in mind nor to plead with the 
administration for more reforms. 
Its purpose is only to introduce 
you to a new member of the 
administration, John Palmucci, 
and the effects of his job upon 
Northern Essex. Mr. Palmucci 
has been serving this college as 
registrar since mid-July. He feels 
his job has been made easier by 
the friendly and cooperative 
people he has met here.

In commencing my interview 
with Mr. Palmucci, I asked him 
for his first impressions of 
Northern Essex. He said he liked 
the school as well as the people 
and that his job held for him only 
one drawback, which is that the 
Registrar’s office is sometimes 
the scapegoat when someone is 
needed to blame poor marks on. 


My next question dealt with the 
drop-add line. Many students 
registered in May assuming their 
schedule was tentative. Mr. 
Palmucci was aware of this in 
early summer and therefore met 
with the Dean of Students 
inquiring if there were specific 
rules the student body had to 
abide by in reference to dropping 
or adding courses. He found that 
the students could not rearrange 
their schedules solely for the 
purpose of changing teachers. On 
the other hand, when a student 
did change course he was not 
asked why. Mr. Palmucci was 
not discouraged by the long drop- 
add line. He was willing to stay 
open until 7:00 at night in order to 
fill the vacant seats offered. At 
the same time an overload of 
courses had to be avoided. 
“When a faculty member gives a 
definite number of students he 
wants in his course, we try to 
keep the number at the level he 
wants.”’ Mr. Palmucci felt that 
there was also a minor problem 
of the students rearranging their 
schedule so as to have afternoons 
free to most likely find jobs or 
keep their old ones. He proposes 
students will find better paying 
jobs as well as better jobs in 
general, if they reversed their 
psychology. Instead of seeking 
afternoon jobs around 2:00, when

It is becoming more apparent with every verbal and 
legal blow levelled in the Julius Erving case that pro 
basketball should redefine its values. For example, the 
A.B.A.’s “hardship” clause in actuality gives owners 
and general managers a free hand to sign college 
players before graduation. You’d think they wouldn’t 
fool around with a farm system that is absolutely free 
of charge. Anyway, the Virginia Squires used the 
“hardship” clause to sign Julius Erving in his junior 
year of college. They gave him a multi-year contract 
for quite a bit of money. (The exact figure isn’t 
known.) 

So far, things are pretty easy to follow, but the sh-t 
really started to hit the fan at the N.B.A. draft on April 
10th: Erving’s class had graduated, and therefore he 
was subject to the draft. The Milwaukee Bucks picked 
him in the first round. Fine. On April 11th, the Atlanta 
Hawks announced that they had signed Erving on April 
9th, the night before the draft, for a reported $1 million 
for five years. They claimed Erving wasn’t eligible in 
the draft because he had already played pro ball. When 
the Bucks heard this, they appealed to the N.B.A. 
Board of Governors, which promptly added fuel to the 
fire by ruling Erving was the property of the 
Milwaukee team. 

What about the Virginia Squires? Remember, they 
have Erving under contract, too. Well, they sought an 
injunction in their native Virginia that would hold 
Erving to them, at least temporarily. But it turns out 
Erving had already brought suit against the Squires in 
his home town of Brooklyn, in an attempt to invalidate 
his contract. It was decided that the N.Y. court had 
jurisdiction, and the Squires were left holding the bag. 
(It is becoming a known fact that any pro team that is 
“slow to sue”’ can not be considered a contender.) - 

Meanwhile, back in the center ring, a Georgia 
Superior Court injunction was issued on Sept. 12th, 
stating that Erving could play for the Hawks, and the 
Hawks were bound to honor their contract with him. 
Sc the Hawks played Erving in two exhibition games. 
(Just for the record, Erving is an outstanding ball 
player, and stole the show in both games.) Enter 
Walter Kennedy, Commissioner of the N.B.A. It seems 
Walter decided he should have the last word, so he 
fined the Hawks $25,000 for playing their new found 
star. Not to be outdone, William Putnam, president of 
the Atlanta team, turned around and filed a $2 million 
suit against the N.B.A, claiming that 1) Erving had 
already played pro ball, and therefore was not subject 
to the V.B.A. draft; 2) Erving’s right to negotiate was 
being imterfered with; and 3) the N.B.A was in 
violaticn of anti-trust laws because the rule that no 
player Fe signed before his class graduates is an 
infringement upon that person’s right to play. 
Consequently, they played Erving again. The 
commissioner, in all his wisdom, interpreted this as a 
challenge to the absolute power granted him by the 
N.B.A. last November and announced yet another 
$25,000 fine, and indicated it would cost the Hawks 25 
G’s every time Erving played. 

Anyway, the battle goes on and on, and gets more 
disgusting every day. The people involved in the public 
masturbation over Julius Erving should know better. 
The mind boggles at the ridiculously foolish (almost 
obscene) behavior of the Hawks, the Bucks, the 
Squires, Walter Kennedy, and the Superior Courts 
three states. Perhaps pro basketball should forsake th 
hardwood and go on stage. The spectacle they’re 
putting on now warrants the move.
